LOCAL STEAMBOAT INSPECTORS 
| TO BE NAMED. 


Message from Senator to Secretary 
of Commission Says He Will Co- 
operate—Will Give Los Angeles 
Equal Recognition With Seattle, 
Portland and San Francisco. 


To procure Federal recognition of 
the fact that the harbor of Los An- 
geles ranks with Seattle, Portland 
and San Francisco, the Harbor Com- 
mission has seized upon the oppor- 
tunity offered by the ambition of Capt. 
John K. Bulger, local inspector of 
boilers, in the steamboat inspection 
service for San Francisco, to succeed 
the late Capt. John Bermingham as 
Supervising Inspector of the service 
for the First district (the Pacific 
Coast,) and has secured from him a 
promise to approve the application 
of Los Angeles for a local inspection 
board. 

Capt. Bermingham died last week 
at the age of 82 years. Capt. Bulger 
has been his chief assistant for many 
years, and will probably succeed him. 
The selection of harbors where a lo- 
cal board, consisting of a local in- 
epector of hulls and a local inspec- 
tor of boilers is located, is made on 
the recommendation of the supervis- 
ing inspector by the Department of 
Commerce and Labor at Washington. 
Capt. Bulger’s appointment will be 
followed by his sending the petition 
of Los Angeles on with his approval. 

The Harbor Commission tele- 
graphed to Senator Works suggest- 
ing that in the naming of Bulger the 
interests of Los Angeles be protected, 
and yesterday Secretary A. P. Flem- 
ing received this dispatch in reply: 

“Rulger recommended to succeed 
Bermingham and will be appointed 
unless valid reasons presented why he 
should not be.’ Has been highly rec- 
ommended from many sources. Shall 
be glad to co-operate in securing lo- 
cal board for Los Angeles.” 

Should Bulger be promoted, Capt. 
Joseph Dolan of San Francisco is a 
candidate to succeed to Bulger’s pres- 
ent placé, which pays $2250. The 
Supervising Inspector gets $3000.

themselves guilty of wrongs done against 
their fellows. 

The era of industrial turmoil, disturbance, 
monopoly and proscription, for which or- 
ganized labor is chiefly responsible, must 
come to an end; the independent, non-union 
workman must come into his own before 
industrial peace can be established on right 
lines.

ods, if it would bring itself into any sort 
of reputable standing before the country. 
It must vacate and reject the favorite tac- 
tics of violence and proscription employed 
against its opponents for years past. 

It must abandon the closed shop and ac- 
knowledge the legality, rightfulness and ex- 
pediency of the open shop. 

It must abandon attempted monopoly in 
the industrial field, and the proscription of 
non-union workers possessing all the rights 
under the Constitution and the law which 
can possibly be claimed by even law-abid- 
ing organized labor (when it is law-abiding.) 

It must abandon the strike, the picket, the 
boycott and the bludgeon. 

It must cease striving to drive out the 
independent worker and to force employers 
to deny the unorganized man employment 
for fear of {ll-will of the organized. 

Union men must learn that, standing on 
a footing with al! law-abiding workers, 
where they belong, they must expect noth- 
ing more than “equality of opportunity”— 
a fair chance, a fair wage, agreed hours and 
fair treatment from their employers. They 
must learn that “he who makes the pay 
roll has a right to control the business.” 

Workmen have the right to organize— 
this has never been denied—but the organ- 
ization must act within the limitations of 
law. The members have the right to main- 
tain their unions within the same limita- 
tions, to seek { secure the best attainable 
conditions of employment and the highest 
“going” wages at all times and everywhere; 
but they have no right whatever, in reason, 
justice or law, to deny the right of any 
non-union worker to employment, or to the 
right of individual contract with his em- 
ployer. 

The demand for “collective bargaining” 
is not a legal requisite—it is only a busi- 
ness convenience. The right of individual 
contract, either written or oral, is sacred 
and supreme, and has been so declared 
whenever the question has come before the 
courts. 

Leaders of organized labor ought to have 
the mental capacity to acquire, after a 
while, knowledge of the simple truth that 
all employers and all workers have equal 
rights before the law, and that “equality of 
opportunity” is a principle of such wisdom, 
fairness and beneficence as to make it an 
essential in the industrial and commercial

“The vulgarity of the world is 
shown by the enthusiasm over a 
Foolish sunset” remarked Arthur 
jWesley Dow in the course of his ad- 
tiress Thursday before the 
Art Committee cf the Friday Morn- 
ing Club. It was an open session, 
and among the gathering were no- 
ticed most of the well-known artists 
of the citv. Benjamin C. Browne, the 
Pasadena artist, mingled with the 
throng spent a half hour be- 
fore the ftorral programme in ad- 
miring the exhibit of photographic 
studies of Alvin Langdon Coburn— 
a student of Mr. Dow's and one of 
the photographic artists 
of the world. An American by birth 
he has ade this home in London 
during ue past few years. 

Among his portraits exhibited were 
th@se of such well known men as 
President Taft, H. G. Wells, John 8. 
Gargent,| Henry James, Theodore 
Roosevelt. George Meredith and a 


Barrie, John Goldsworthy, Bernard 
Shaw and Granville Barker. 

There was a group of fine London 
scenes and another from the artist's 
New York book, ard still another of 
miscellaneous landscapes and cities, 
all illustrating to what a marvelous 
degree photd@graphy has advanced in 
the world of art. No painting could 
be finer than the picture of the 
White Bridge in Venice, or the ar- 
tistic photograph of shadows and 
refiections in this same mystic city 
of the sea.

One of his prime objects in making 
the trip was to study the wonderful 
coloring in New Mexico and _ tn 
Southern Califgrnia. He wanted to 
pee the Indians and the desert where 
the wind blows the sand like the 
waves of the sea, and the wide mesas, 
and the glorious sunsets, the Grand 
Canyon, and all the glory of our 
wonderful land of the afternoon. He 
gays there are three ways in which 
we see the world—line, mass, and 
color. Artistic ability Nes rather in 
the power of appreciation than an- 


alysis. 

Like all artists, Mr. Dow is an 
fdealist rather than a commercialist, 
and he deprecate the idea of harness- 
ing Niagara fot commercial purposes. 
fn the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
‘fn New York, he says, is a section 
of one of our giant California red- 
woods, but it is rather of a shock 
to artistic sensibilities to read a no- 
tice posted beside this magnificent 
exhibit of nature's eplendid growth, 
“This is the kind of wocd much used 
Sn California fer shingles.” Doesn't 
that rather knock the sentiment out? 
The utilitarian idea, and the com- 
mercial clutch seldom enters into , 
ertistic appreciation. 

Mr. Dow deplored too much real- 
fam in photography. He holds that 
eharacter should be delineated in 
face photography rather than exact 
lines. “It's a bad photograph that 
fells too much.” he declares, “the 
artist wants to bring,out only 
that which is finest tn the features 
and expresses the best ‘emotions. 
And yet, some peop’e insist that ar- 
tistic photography is all wrong— 
that fit should be absolutely exact— 
mot a line left out.” 

*After the lecture the guests as- 
gembied in the reception rooms at 
the right of the lobby and had an 
opportunity to meet Mr. Dow, who 
has a delightful personality and who 
chatted in charming fashion concern- 
ing his impressions of California 
from an artists standpoint.

{New York Times:] We commend 
to the diligent study of men of affairs 
in this country the Chinese law relat- 
ing to what we childishly call restraint 
of trade, to monopoly, competition and 
unfair business practices. We com- 
mend it because this statute does not 
concern itself with chaff and husks 
und unessentials, but goes straight to 
the kernel of the matter. It has noth- 
ing to say about capita tion, about 
the magnitude of corporations or of 
their business. It wastes no time over 
evils in form, but strikes directly at 
the evil in fact.

Boys Start It. 


WIRELESS SERVICE FROM 


SOUTH BAKERSFIELD. 


AKERSFIELD, Dec. 8.—Wireless 
telegraph messages will be sizzling 
through the air between Bakers- 
field and Los Angeles at all hours of 
the day within the next two months 
if the plans of a half-dozen boys in 
the manual arts department of the 
Kern county High School do not carry 
@miss. 

With the aid of Charles Cottle, 
fnstructor in the manual arts de- 
partment, the boys are constructing 
the apparatus for a wireless sta- 
tion which is to be powerful enough 
to send messages anywhere in the 
State and to receive them from Brit- 
ish Columbia or the Panama Canal. 
The boys made their first experiments 
with wireless telegraphy last epring 
with instruments of their own con- 
struction and a sfxrstrand, 100-foot 
aerial on top of the old high school 
building. For the new station a four- 
strand aerial, 200 feet in length, will 
be strung between the two high 
school buildings at a height of sev- 
enty-five feet. 

Principal Cottle and several of the 
boys have friends in other schools in 
Berkeley and San 
Francisco, and plans already ‘have 
been made for the exchange of mes- 
sages. The wire wrapping and other 
work so far done by the boys is of 
fine grade of workmanship, and the 
home-made instruments promise to 
be second to no professional outfit. 
The work is being done after the reg- 
vuliar school hours, and for that rea- 
son will take a little time to finish. 

DEVELOPING PLANT. 

The Bakersfield Water Company, 
a new concern which took over the 
Sumner Water Company's system in 
East Bakersfield last Saturday after- 
noon, already has two ocgrioads of 
ten-inch cast-iron pipe om the way 
from San Francisco for the exten- 
sion and improvement of its new 
property. 
~ Telegraphic orders have been sent 
East for more pipe of the same size 
and other sizes down to four-inch, 
and new pumps and motors are to be 


purchased within a few days. The 
company is hurrying material here 
to get new mains down before pend- 
ing street paving is done, and 
partly because of an urgent demand 
for further extensions of the water 
service to keep pace with the growth 
of the East Bakersfield residence 
section. 
SYSTEMATIC CHARITY. 

Preliminary steps have been taken 
to reorganize the Associated Charities 
of Kern county, which was in active 
operation a few years ago, but which 
has languished in the last twenty- 
four months. Representatives of the 
Board of Trade, the Merchants’ As- 
sociation, the Ministerial Association 
and the Woman's Civic League are 
taking the lead and have revised the 
bylaws of the organization and made 
nomination for the offices to be filled.
